“You’ve been In California, haven’t youl” 
g/’Yea, a while.” 

’■ Ever see any grisslles theref" 
few on ’em.” 

“ Ever kill any." 

-. “Well, I mussed quite a bunch of 'em." 

“ How are they to kill, pretty hard !” 

“ Yes, tol’ble.” 

“I’ve heard they’re dangerous. Is that sol’’ 

“ Well, I come to that conclusion oncet and ain’t had no 
chance to alter It yet. I was a moualn around the edge of the 
chaparral one evenin’ after venison, up In the mountains, and 
fuss thing I know'd 1 see the most unrighteous old pot-walloper 
of a grizzly a comlu' along an old bridle trail right fur me. I 
hopped out o’ there lively, and got behind a big rock. I pulled 
a dead bead onto his harker, hut jest as I was goin’ to shoot he 
smelt where I’d been. ‘Whoofl'be went, and turned his head 
around. I was a little nervous and unhitched at him instead of 
waiting fur a better chance. I heerd the ball sing In the air and 
knowed It bad glanced on his top knot, an' In a second he come 
for me jest a bllio’. I bad one of these yere pill dispensaries, 
and begun shellin’ out lead with It right lively and give him 
seven doses afore he got to me. When he got clues enough he

” Well, that was the place, an* that's how It got Its name; an' 
I—I’m a leetle ashamed to tell It, but since I'm tollin’ you the 
truth I might as well toll the hull truth while I’m at It—a geol¬ 
ogy party that was out there last year reported that some o’ them 
cuss words Is echoing there yet."

His career, however, 
was short, for oar little English terrier. Joker, caught him. Last

The black-bass Is a fish that It not much addicted to leaping 
out of the water like members of the salmon family; but re¬ 
cently, while a couple of gentlemen were rowing upon my baas 
pond, an eight-inch bass leaped from the water and landed plump 
Into the boat After a critical examination the gentlemen re¬ 
turned the little fellow to his native element 

This Is my fifth year with baas, and I am more than ever con¬ 
vinced of tbelr value as a food and game fish: but they require 
peculiar locations, which can only be chosen after actual Inspec¬ 
tion by those experienced In the business. Satisfactory general 
Instruction cannot be gtven. Ton came about as near It as pos¬ 
sible In a recent editorial reply to an Inquiring farmer. 

I am watching with undlmlnlsbed Interest the development of 
the European carp, still believing that they are to be the coming 
fish for general Introduction, as they will thrive In ponde where 
no other valuable species will live. 

This is my third year of breeding goldfish. Hava bad Indiffer¬ 
ent success thus far, as bat a small percentage develop the 
golden hue. My breeders were lar^e and splendid specimens, 
but as thsy would spend much time near the surface of the 
pond, they became targets for the predaceous king fishers, who 
would strike them unerringly; although too large to carry off, 
they woull Injure them fatally I have sowed quite a crop of 
lead in the extermination of these pests.” 

Fish Culture in Missouri. 

The commissioners of this state recently received a lot of 
brook trout from the ponds of Mr. Douseman, In Wisconsin. 
The fish were eight months old and healthy, and were planted In 
Spring Creek, Phelps county, a tributary of the Big Plney, 
which runs Into the Gasconade; Pritchett’s Spring and Mill Pond, 
a tributary of the West Glaxe Creek, running Into the Osage, 
Camden county; Trim’s Spring and Mill Pond, near Cassvllle, 
Barry county, one of the sources of Roaring river, 
a fork of White River; and a small lot will go 
down the Iron Mountain road to Centrevllle, Reynolds 
county, to a stream which Is a fork of Black river; Bcblicht’s 
Spring and Mill Pond, In Pul-ski county, a tributary of the Gas¬ 
conade; another batch In Bennett’s Spring and Mill Pond, a large 
tributary of the Nlsugua, a tributary of the Osage. The latter la 
considered by the Commissioners the typical trout stream of the 
state, as It la fed by the great springs, and never, or rarely, 
freezes. 

Commissioner Steedman Is now engaged In collecting, as rap¬ 
idly as possible, maximum specimens of the fish Indigenous to 
Missouri, to be cast for the Smithsonian Institute at Washington. 
He recently shipped a tremendous channel cat, weighing 150 
pounds, arid a couple of fine bass. 

The shipment of carp from the National carp ponds has bad 
hard luck since their arrival. The following correspondence 
which we find In the St. Louis Olobt Dtmucrat Is self explanatory: 

Hon Henkt Ovrrstols, Uayor:— Dear sir— The Fish Commission 
of Missouri have noiIdeation (rum the 17. S. Fish Commission, of the 
shipment of a lot of German carp, to arrive In St. Louis, Thursday, the 
Mhb I st. 

Having no prope ly prepared carp ponds of onr own In which to re¬ 
ceive them, we haveavslled oorselvss of an ordinance passed hr the 
City Council of 81 . Louis, aud approved by yonr excellency, permuting 
• ns to use the Fnre.t Park poods. 

To dsy ooe of these pond* has been drained bv the Park Commis¬ 
sioner tn order to remove objectionable fish and to prepare the pond for 
the uae of the Stale Flsb Commission. 

In consequence of the anneuAllv dry season, we are at a los to All 
this pond agalD, and have concluded tn ask though yonr Kx. cllencv the 
use of one of the engines of the St. Louie lire department to assist in 
filling this pond prepar.lory to the reception of these valuable and rare 
fish. 

While these necessary preparations are being made, we shall be com¬ 
pelled to keep these carp confined in boxes In an adjacent point; hence 
my entreaty for yonr carl, ell ntlon to this petition from the Mlssonrl 
State Fish Commission. 

While the pi tclug of thee ' carp In tbo Forest Park pond Is now re¬ 
garded as temporary, yet onr commission has an earnest hope that we 
may ultimately use all these ponde as p rmancut carp ponds for the 
propagation o. these valnsble food fish on a large scale. To do this we 
only require a water pipe connecting these ponds with the city water 
works. All tha other conditions of carp ponds exist tn Forest Park to 
perfection. 1 am very respectfully, etc.,

The communication was referred to Chief Sexton, of the Fire 
Department, who replied In effect that he bad vlelted Forest 
Park and examined the pond to be filled and the source from 
which the water waa to be taken, and was of the opinion It wonld 
require tbe service of one engine end three men an entire week 
to accomplish tbe work. 

Tbe Mayor states In regard to the above, however, that some 
way to accommodate the piscatorial emigrants will be devised at 
an early date. 


A New Depasture is tbs Mackbrbl Fibhert —Some of our 
aklppera have In contemplation the fitting away for the mackerel 
fishery off Hatteras, and to tbe southward. It la asserted by old 
mackerel catchers that these flab pass the Winter months* In 
those waters, often In tbe coldest of weather resorting to the Gulf 
stream, where they enjoy tbe warm temperature of tbe water. 
On mild days, late In the Fall, and even In mld-Wlnter, mackerel 
may be seen off Hatteras, as was tbe case last weak, when a ves¬ 
sel reports sailing through Immense schools for a distance of 
forty miles. We have nq doubt bat that this branch would prove 
successful, If tbs right sort of skippers nndertook It. We hope 
It may be given a trial, as a good trip of mackerel, during the 
coming month,would bring a handsome sum. The fish would be 
caught ou the book .—Copt Ann Advrrliur. 

Squid ros tbs Tabli. —In speaking of the fish market of 
New York, tbe TtmaaVaya: “The cos mopolitan characteristics 
of tbe Metropolis become quite evident when It te knows that a 
fairly active demand has arisen for squid, which decapod Is 
worth seventy-five cents to one dollar a dozen. Portuguese and 
Spaniards are the purebaaera of this much defamed tiling. Tbe 
aquld 1a largely need on tbe Mediterranean, and on the coast 
of France, Spain, and Portugal, France putting up the squid tn 
all. Ribesli refers to tbe excellence of the poulpt, end Rabelais 
wrote lovingly of all things that were good to eat. The Japanese 
eat tbe squid, even those huge marine mooetere that have tenta¬ 
cles thirty feet long, ai msny of their prints show. Wbea prop¬ 
erly cooked, dressed by s competent Spanish cook, served up Jn 
Its own Srpla-asuce, the cuttle-fish Is excellent, having a Savor 
of tbe lobster and crab combined. 

Fisb Dsstbotbd bt Liobtriso.— A carious Incident of the 
whole of the occupants of a small fish-pood being destroyed by a 
Utah of lightning Is reported from Beck, Grand Duchy of Nassau. 
Tbe J famm utr Bolt states that, during a vary heavy thunder sad 
hall storm at night-time, a flash ai lightning struck a small 
pond, wall stocked with various kinds of fish, tha property of the 
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pestor of the perish. The following morning the whole number 
of tbe fish ware discovered deed upon tbe surface of the water. 
They had all tha appearance of having bean half boiled, and 
crumbled to places st tbs least touch, just sa Is the case with fish 
after being boiled. Neither any external nor Internal Injury 
could be observed, the scales being Intact, aud the swlmmlug 
bladder filled and well preeerved. Tbe water In tbe pond was 
•till muddy end dull the morning after tbe storm, ss If tbs 
lightning had only then struck It. 

Cast in Virginia. —Some people call the uncolored goldfish a 
carp. Such Is the “ carp ” of the Hudson, which “ broke loose 
from s pond," etc., end all stories about tbe Introduction of carp 
from Europe to any portion of our couutry, except, perbapa, 
California, previous to their Introduction by the U.* S. Fish Com¬ 
mission, probably relate to the goldfish, which la s carplord, but 
not a true carp, the Utter having barbels ou the mouth. We 
lately read of “ carp ” having been introduced Into Virginia In 
1832 "by the captain of a Havre packet," In the org.ra of the 
redfisb, and If not disrespectful, would like to know where tbe 
descendants of these carp are I Perbapa this Is also s forbidden 
flsb for os to write about, and before we go farther will ask, has 
any gentleman copyrighted tbe carp 1 

Tbs Rsdvisb or Idaho. —All persons are hereby warned not 
to mention or write about tbls fish, under pain of tbe displeasure 
of s New York paper which has taken entire charge of them. No 
one knows much about them except the edttor-of tbe journal re¬ 
ferred to, and some day he will rise to explain wherein they differ 
from the red pointer. All small boys fishing In tbls puddle will 
hereafter be debarred from sliding on the Fulton street cellar 
door, as he’s swfnl mad. He's bad his shirt off for four years, 
working on tbe red pointers and redflah of Idaho, and now the 
Germantown Ttitgraph and Chicago Field have crawled under 
the fence and got into the preserve. Will onr friends In Idaho 
please notify their fish not to be written about, except by the 
authorised parties. Partm nonfert. 

Tbs Lass Sherpshead. —Our correspondent, Mr. E. B. Pax¬ 
ton, owner of tbe ‘ Fighting Island Fisheries,” tn the Detroit 
river, gritesus about this fish ss follows: “I have read your 
article ou this fish with much Interest; I ate of them s short 
time sgo and found them very fair. They were boiled, tbe bones 
removed, and served after the manner of salt codfish. Should 
you visit us next June, I will bsve some cooked for you, but will 
advise you to prepare your jaws for a tug.” All right, friend 
Paxton, we are always seeking to learn, and If there are Any eat¬ 
able qualities In this fish would like to see the cook develop them, 
and yet yonr last sentence conveys s bint to have onr teeth filed, 
which la not thrown away. 

Glutting tbs Sharks. —Tbs Fiji Tima records s sad acci¬ 
dent. A canoe left Loma Loras with twenty-five natives on 
board, bound for Totoya. They were going about, when a sud¬ 
den squall sent tbe sail against the mast, cspslxlng ths canoe. 
The unfortunate passengers clang to tbe canoe, and might have 
escaped with consequences no worse than those which would bsve 
attended discomfort and exposure, but for tbe fact that the cap¬ 
size occurred In s locality Infested wltb sharks. These ravenous 
monsters seized their victims one by one, devouring twenty-three 
oat of twenty-five unfortunates whose lives were thus placed at 
their mercy. Of tbe two who escaped ooe la s woman; but her 
situation Is very critical, tbe whole of tbe flesh having been taken 
off one leg.

They are taken from tbe 
water at Sacramento, boxed In balk, sent by rail all the way up 
here, and It put In water again wiggle arouDd as lively and 
besltby Ss If nothing unusual bsdever happened. Other fisb will 
die within a few hours after being taken from the water.”

Jonesport clam-dlggers bat e Invaded tbe sacred flats of the Little 
Kennebecers, and carried tbe preclooa bivalves swty by vessel 
loads. Tbe cry to arms bas naturally been sounded st Little 
Kennebec. Tbe clams la question—tbe ceres MU, ss It were— 
are large, wblteabelled, luscious mollusks, food fit for gods and 
man. May victory perch on tbe banner of the rightful claimants.

THE CHICAGO FIELD 


Dec. 2(», 1879 


Upon call (or the first brace, Bees and Malda advanced to the

io grains of sand on Malda. A bird flushed by a spectator where 
he brace had passed over, caught Maids’s eye, as It flew off 
toward the ditch, and she turned back and chased alter It, but 
came back at command. Passing Into the cover, Bess struck a 
scent,trailed along for twenty yards and walked square Into a covey 
and flushed them. Pursuing them, Malda caught their scent and 
stood steadily until Height came up, when she began to road very 
carefully. The birds broke cover and she dropped to wing. The 
point was not well detlued or satisfactory to the judges. A little 
farther on a single bird got up wild out of the corn-field and flew 
over Malda who sighted and chased It until called off. Working out 
Into the stubble between headquarters and the cover, Mr. Wag- 
staff Indicated the spot where he had marked a runner. Bess 
scored a point on It and was prettily backed by Maids. When 
disturbed to establish a true point the bird flew but a few feet 
and took to the grass again. Ordered on, the pair roaded to¬ 
gether for full fifty yards on the bird, which was alternately run¬ 
ning and skulking At length It endeavored to fly and thereupon 
Maids jumped after and caught It. This performance came near 
-ettllng the beat then aod there, and It was Dot until they hsd 
deliberated for several minutes that the judges ordered the dogs 
to go ahead. A n effort was made In the northerly atubble where Bess 
secured another point. BlydeDburgh killed, both bitches behaving 
well under fire. Bess retrieved In good style and took the heat. 
Time, one hour and five minutes. That Malda lost by obstinacy 
pure and simple there Is not a particle of doubt. They were Im¬ 
pelled to stale that It was one of those extraordinary cases where 
n superior forced an Inferior to succeed at her expense. 

The uexl heat Introduced two rare good ones that performed 
the best run of the week. Max Harkaway and Raleigh. Qulmby 
directed Harkaway’s movemeut, while Wanamnker stood be¬ 
hind Raleigh. They opened with racing In the stubble, rang¬ 
ing and quartering as If for dear life, and actually ran as if they 
kuew they were matched, and thought the one that was fastest 
would win. Harkaway had a small margin of speed over his 
nimble companion, and the speed part of the contest depended 
lurgely upon the endurance of the pair. Thrown Into the cover 
they got on a trail. Harkaway was first to make game, and 
trailed for tweuty yards, evidently on a hot semt. Being joined 
by Raleigh they roaded a few yards together, the result being that 
a single bird flushed about six feet ahead of them. To facilitate 
the trial some birds were put down on the south meadow, and the 
brace were ordered thence. Within a brief period both nosed the 
North Carolinians, and made uncertain points which they roaded 
away from Harkaway, who, bewildered with the scent, could 
not locate the bird, and, although exceedingly careful, made a 
Hush. He followed this misfortune with two magnificent points 
and a superb retrieve. Raleigh backed both points, the first to 
order, and the second voluntarily, at fifty yards range. Upon 
firing both dropped to shot. Raleigh continued the struggle by 
scoring one of his flying points, which Harkaway backed to 
order; Flushing the bird and marking It down, Harkaway 
found It again and scored another point, lying flat on his belly. 
Raleigh could barely see him, nevertheless he backed at sight 
This was followed by a shocking termination of the heat Pass¬ 
ing on, Raleigh went skipping over the high ground with the 
grace, agility, and speed of a deer. Harkaway In the meantime 
ranged down Into a hollow. Suddenly, Raletgh turned with a 
jerk and stood with his head high In the air, pointing a clump 
of brush fifteen yards off. He had not fairly stopped be¬ 
fore Harkaway, forty yards below, backed him, as If 
transformed into statuary. Exclamations of delight were 
heard on every side, and all appeared to glow with 
enthusiasm and feel that they had been amply reward¬ 
ed for their attendance at the trials. When the dogs bad stood 
long enough to afford spectators a perfect view of the scene, 
Wanamaker Hushed, both dogs dropping to wing. The birds 
circled around close to the crowd and settled about thirty yards 
from Harkaway, who sighted it, and, In a most diabolical man¬ 
ner, broke his charge, ran onto and caught It. This disastrous 
conclusion destroyed the thrilling effect of the preceding acta of 
the performance, settled the beat, and caused each witness to 
believe himself Irreparably outraged by Harkaway, who, If tried 
for bis life on the spot, would certainly have been convicted of 
murder In the first degree and summarily executed. Time, forty 
minutes. 

There was little in the succeeding heal, which closed the day’s 
sport, to revive the Interest of spectators. Ned, the Greenport 
pointer, whose fame extended throughout the length and breadth of 
Long Island, met Floy, a daughter of the great champion Lincoln. 
Helsman w. rked Ned; Qulmby, Floy. Neither was of much con¬ 
sequence. They performed In an uncomfortable rain storm, and 
no one was justified In exposing himself to see them, albeit the 
pointer Is naturally an Industrious worker, with plenty of speed 
and a good nose. The birds in the meadow were used to deter¬ 
mine the result. Ned was by far a better ranger, and had 
more speed and style, than Floy, who seemed to have all she 
could do to carry her own weight. Floy was the first 
to find a bird, which she roaded in on and flushed. She 
followed the flush with a point, t ut failed to locate the bird. 
Ned ran over and flushed It ten yards to her right. Two false 
points for Floy were the next Bcores Ned duplicated his Hush, 
and then partially redeemed himself with two staunch points 
Over the last, Helsman killed, Floy dropping to shot and Ned 
chasing until shouted down. Ned retrieved In capital style, and 
showed a keen nose In finding the bird. Coming to auotber 
stand, his handler claimed a point, and as no bird was found he 
got a demerit. A quarter of an hour Intervened aod Ned roaded 
thirty yards and made a grai d point on a pair of birds, which 
Helzmau flushed. Floy backed Indifferently. Ned would un¬ 
doubtedly have chased bad not Heltman stood over him with a 
switch and whipped him down. The dogs were ordered up, aod 
Ned given the beat Time, thirty mlnu ea. 

A meeting of the Eartern Field Trials Club was held at the New 
Suffolk Hotel In the evening. Geo. C. Colburn, of New York, 
presiding, and Jacob Peutx, secretary It was resolved to hold 
the next annual field 'rials of the elub, at Robin's Island, In 
November, 188". iwglnnlng on Tuesday of the week preceding 
Th<o k-glvlog Captain Tuttle, III answer lo Inquiries, stated that 
there w re tiu f' Xes, mink or cats on the Island, In fact nothing 
excepting hawks that would annoy quails, and there were very 
few liawks ever seen around 'here lie or some of his family 
visited the Islandalimw ere y day In ihe year, and bs assured 
the club that he could and would give all reasonable attention to 
quails p'aced thereon, and, urtherra >r ■, would allow no shooting 
without the authority of Ihe club. A vote of thanks to Captain 
Tuttle for srrvlcrs he bad rendered the club and visiting spwts 
man.was carried unanimously and with great emphasis. Some of 
Ibe Interested parties objected to Jennie's getting the benefit i f 
a bye. They could not comprehend the right o I It, and expressed 
opinions that the should he compelled to win her way Into the 
next aerlea, or stay out. How to make her win her way was a 


difficult problem; It waaone of thoae things that no fellow could 
And out. “A bye,” and “ the beueflt of a bye,” assumed ludi¬ 
crous proportions. Justus Von Lcngerks expatiated eloquently 
and elaborately upon them but could not convert bis auditors. 
The fact of the matter was, simply, that there were too many ex¬ 
planation*, and strangers to the subject of a bye were lu much 
the same condition as Mr. Raymond, whose expression was: 
"They have talked this thing lo me until i don’t understand 
It at all." Mr. Raymond, however, has a happy faculty for un¬ 
raveling entanglements, and hit upon a plan that satisfied all con¬ 
cerned. There was still one beat to be run to complete the second 
series of bests. The dogs to compete In this best were bis Lem¬ 
onade, and Dr. Spier's St. Elmo. As s solution of the difficulty 
be offered to let St. Elmo run against Jennie, and then have 
Lemonade run against the wlnuer. Mr. Tallman accepted the 
proposition, and s motion to make the order of running conform 
to It was passed without dissent, and was supplemented by a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Raymond. Nobody thought of Mr. Tallman, 
whose bitch had now, at the very least, to best two d gs to get 
back to the position she occupied by virtue of a bye. As be was 
satisfied, and be so expressed himself, the rest of the Interested 
parties certainly should be pleased. And they were. 

THE THIRD DAY. 

About midnight the troublesome storm of Thursday cessed, 
the wind changed around to the northeast, and on Friday morn¬ 
ing but few traces of Ihs disagreeable weather the day before 
were In existence. A start In good season enabled the judges to 
call up St. Elmo and Jennie, In accordance with the new pro¬ 
gramme, at 8:05. The stubble to the north was chosen as the 
starting point. At soon as turned down Jennie made off at long 
range, which eventually brought her Into the cover at the north¬ 
east corner of the field, Inside this she found and pointed a 
dead bird. When St. Elmo moved up abe advanced and picked 
It up. Returning to the stubble, she silled away again, with great 
speed Suddenly stopping she stood for an Instant and then 
flushed a slugle bird, wtl.'b was marked down In the ditch. The 
brace were worked for It until Jennie secured a point. St. Elmo 
Incked to order and worked In slowly. Both dogs nosed under 
the grass after the game, and Tallman pulled them off, 
reached Id, flushed and fired, the bird falling. St. Elmo 
dropped to shot, and Jennie charged at command. 8t. Elmo 
tried first to retrieve the bird and failed. Jennie followed and 
failed. Both dogs, the handlers and judges worked together for 
fifteen minutes to Dud the biding place of the bird, which was 
wing tipped. Jennie finally pointed at a bunch of dead grass, 
not over ten feet from where the bird dropped, and Tallman 
fished It out. The stubble was drawn out Into the scrub oak. 
There both dogs, working some distance apart, made game. This 
ass followed by St. Elmo pointing Into some foot briers, and 
lying flat. Jennie was ordered forward. By the time she 
arrived the bird bad run, and St. Elmo's chance for a false point 
was very good Indeed. Roadlng along together for sixty yards, 
St. Elmo got close on the bird and caught It. The next 
score was a point for Jennie, on four birds that ware 
flushed by Height just as the bitch settled on them. 
St. Elmo dropped to wing, and Jennie, not having seen the birds 
raise, stood her point staunchly. The dogs were ordered up and 
.Jennie awarded the heat. Time, fifty minutes. 

Lemonade came out to the cover and took St. Elmo's place. 
She began by roadlng out of the cover. At the same time Jennie 
pointed on the roadside. Lemonade roaded for sixty yards, and 
gave up the trail. Jennie’s point developed a weak or crippled 
bird that was allowed to run away. The brace were now take n 
to the meadow to work on released birds. Lemonade was Drat to 
make a point. Jennie ran by and broke her point, without 
noticing that she was pointing. Lemonade stuck to her scent, 
roaded fifty yards up a bill-aide, and made a brief point on the 
top. Seeing two birds running ahead of her she ran In and 
flushed them. One was marked and the doge sent after It. 
Jennie found It, and scored a good point, over which Tallman 
took a shot and killed the bird. Jennie retrieved, but had 
to be led to where the bird fell. Jennie was announced as the 
winner. Time, thirty-five minutes. 

Having won places In the third series, Raleigh, Jenule, Bess, 
and Ned were drawn once more, the names coming oat In the 
shove order. 

Tollman consented to start Jennie without asking a rest for 
her, and only fifteen minutes Intervened between tne close of 
her second and the beginning of her third consecutive heat for 
the day. Tula heat whs to decide first prise sod very probably 
second. The handlers realised the situation, and as they entered 
the SI ubble for a preliminary canter, each watched his charge 
with jealous care. Id working across to the cover It became 
apparent that In speed, quartering and style, there was a bel- 
lance largely lo favor of Raleigh, and, If be behaved as reliably 
In this beat as In bla previous oues, could not lose. On the other 
haDd he had an experienced, busy, steady aud killing contestant 
to deal with, and If he did not alteud to business strictly, she 
would overcome him They worked Into the cover and out on 
the east aids onto the meadow laud. There Raleigh stood a 
chippy aod Jennie neglected to back, for which both were penal¬ 
ised. A return to the cover aod an extended hunt therein failed 
U> provide birds. Crossing back through the ufeadow Raleigh 
al ruck s scent aud made one of his swlngfog points, Jennie would 
not back, but passed to the fore and stood on her own account, 
Raleigh backing tier handsomely. The dogs left the trail, Jennie 
going to '.be left and Raleigh to the right. Keeping straight 
ahead toward the covrr Wanamaker flushed two birds sixty 
yarda to the windward from where Raleigh had pointed. Wau- 
uamiker shot at aod bit one of the birds very hard. A faw yarda 
In the timber, Jennie pointed down Into a hollow, Raleigh back- 
lug lo excellent style. Jennie roaded along for forty yarda with 
Raleigh backlog her most of the time. Finally ahe passed off to 
the left, while Raleigh turned lo the rl.ht, and began roadlng on 
an Indepe. deut trail. Jennie picked up a dead blrj. without 
doubt the one that Wanamaker hit. When abe got the bird 
Wanamaker charged Raleigh |and In so doing atarted two birds 
that were not above twenty feet ahead of the dog, who was 
roadlng directly toward them Moving ahead Raleigh pointed 
and Jennie, passing him, also came to a point Con 
iniereble ground was covered before any more birds were 
f. und. Raleigh finally got too dote to one while quartering, 
and flushed. Marking aod pursuing the bird, Ralelgn made an 
uncertain point, w Ich Wanamaker claimed, and, as a result, g l 
an adverse score. Tne bird, however, was marked down close to 
nner.' Raleigh stood Within three minutes Jenny roaded up 
and flushed the bird. It was a palpable fluan, and occurred while 
a i three of the judges had their eyes no a watch noting the time. 
Tallman shot and missed, and Wauatuaker wiped bla eye. 
Rdelgh retrieved to perfection. Waosmsker declined to make 
any statement to the Judgee. and requested Tillman to state the 
case Ui the Judges as be saw It. Tallman said he thought bn won 
•su ch responsible a« bis bitch. It was decided to Ignore the 
flush for want of Information. The dugs were then taken out lo 
the meadow to try t bent on the released birds A tier brief work both 
pointed. Wanamaker claimed a point; Talimaa did not. No birds 
were found. A bird was flushed right where the stand was made by 
a getiUsman who was releasing some birds. Raleigh got lb. 
scent Bret of birds that were released a tew moments previous 


Jennie came up to his side, and both roaded forward. Raleigh 
showed the beat nose aud locited the bird first, Jennie getting it 
a fe < seconds later. The Judges here ordered the dogs up and 
retired to figure. Holding up with the brace, a move was made 
to where the bird last pointed wa marked down. He had evi¬ 
dently scudded before the wind,as no trice of him coaid lie found. 
Raleigh came to a point that Wanamaker did not claim. The 
dog was, nevertheless, penalised and the beat glveu to Jennie. 
The judges elated publicly that Raleigh could uot have lost had 
Wanamaker not claimed so many points, for which he obtained 
demerits. Wanamaker says that he never before knew the dog 
to deceive him, cousequeuUy he was justified In claiming the 
points. Had the trials been cooduoted as at Patoka, he could uot 
have lost. Whenever he stood aud Jeonln came up. ahe Invari¬ 
ably Ignored blm, went ahead aud took up the trail. If she marled 
or pointed he backed I latantly. In this way ahe obtained the 
lead on every trail. If she had backed, or had been charged until 
Raleigh waa given a chance to develop his point, be would un¬ 
questionably have won. The heat occupied one hour and twenty- 
five mtoutee. 

Hot coffee aud eandwlcbes were Indulged In for half an hour or 
so, after which the stubble-field was resorted to sgalu, Bess and 
Ned being called out to decide their little difference. A bird was 
quickly started by the spectators, who marked it down at the 
edge of the cover In the southeast corner of the field. Following 
It, Ned winded It first and while he waa roadlng lu good style, 
Bees pushed by him and flushed. The bird w,.s weak aud could 
fly but a few feet. Ned, beyond all control, rushed after It as 
a terrier would go for a rat, and caught and killed It. This was 
sufficient work In the cover,and the Judges accordingly ordered the 
doge Into the meadow where the heat could be speedily finished. 
Ned's ranging and fine nose secured the first point for him. Bess 
came up and pointed,then both broke In and flashed, Ned chasing 
until yelled down. Ned followed with another point and flush, 
which settled the beat. Time twenty-five minutes. 

Convinced that Bess had no show against Jennie, Blydenburgh 
waived the final beat, and Jennie was adjudged the wlnuer of 
first prize. 

Raleigh, Jersey Dash, St. Elmo and Lemonade being the dogs 
that were beaten by Jennie, the judges sat to work to find the 
best among them to compete with Bess for second place. Lem¬ 
onade was shipped for home and the other three were left to 
struggle for the position. St. Elmo and Jersey Dash wer ■ chosen 
ss the flret brace to run, Raleigh's lot being to do battle with thq 
winner. They were workd direct to the cover skirting the stub¬ 
ble-field As St. Elmo passed the spot where Raleigh bad retrieved 
the bird killed by Wauamaker, he dropped as If shot, and throwing 
his head over bis shoulder remslmcd motionless until ordered on. 
Judge BUIIugs marked a covey, that broke out of a patch of scrub 
oak aud flew to the north. The dogs were ordered after them. 
In thick cover both doge became excited over the trill ol running 
birds, aod striking an open spot Dash flushed a single bird that 
arose between him and Outwater. Further on, St Elmo scored a 
flush, aud dropped to wing. Immediately afterward Daih pointed 
Into some low bushes. As St. Elmo drew up Dash left his point 
and ranged out St. Elmo took the scent, roaded a few yards, 
and located a covey. Height flushed and fired both barrels, hit¬ 
ting one bard aud killing the other. St. Elmo retrieved with 
the aid of the Inevitable leading up, aud was swarded the heat. 
Time, forty mlnutee. • 

Raleigh and St. Elmo opened their heat Id fifteen mlnutee after 
the defeat of Dash. They drew the stubble diagonally, to the uorth- 
eaat corner, and while the judges were arranging a route, 8t. 
Elmo scented the bird hit by Height, weaved In, chased and 
caught It This performance escaped the eyes of the judges. 
The meadow on the north was quartered fora quarter of a mile. 
Shortly after maklDg a turn to beat back,and while the dogs were 
being hunted wide apart, St. Elmo winded a covey aDd dropped 
flat. Despite his being very low, Raleigh backed at the first 
glimpse of him. The birds ran, but St Elmo quickly overtook 
them In some bushes and pointed standing. Height flushed and 
popped one over, both dogs going down at the report. St. Elmo 
retrieved In paasable shape. The birds were marked down a hun¬ 
dred yards to the south. SL Elmo Hushed the first reached 
Raleigh then made three efforts to range out to the right, aod 
was called back by Wanamaker each time. On a fourth at¬ 
tempt he was allowed his own way, and off be went with his 
head high in the air, and roaded seventy-five yards and pointed 
where a single bird was lying. St. Elmo refused to back. Wan- 
amaker flushed, and Raleigh dropped to wing. The dogs were 
ordered up and the heat awarded to Rdelgh. Time, thlsty-five 
mlnutee. 

Without further fiesta the judges exercised their discretionary 
powers by deciding Raleigh the winner of second prlxe and St. 
Elmo third. The next business was receiving entries for the 
Brace Stake. 

The stakes closed with the following entries: W. Tollman’s 
Smut aud Grouse-Dale ; Dr. G. Fleet Spier's 81. Elmo and Romeo, 
and Bid and Malda; Dr. H. F. Aten’s Glen and Ned; Dr. Jarvis’ 
Raleigh aod Lorn a. 

Forty birds were released on the meadow to work the braces on. 
Smut aud Grouse-Dale were first In the field. Smut would uot 
obey Tallman's orders, and Insisted on looking for Aldrich. 
Grouse-Dale, however, daahed around like a greyhound. After 
few minutes' work Smut roaded forty yards and pointed, 
Grouse-Dale backlog. She pointed around over thirty yards 
space aDd pointed a second time, Grouae-Dile again backing. 
No birds were moved. Two hundred yarda further on Grouse- 
Dale doubled Into the wind with a grand swing. Reading ahead, 
he made another stand In twenty-five yarda. He found nothing 
hut an empty scent. Working Into a low spot. Smut pointed at 
a thicket, Grouse-Dale backing In mignldceut form. Toe bird- 
laid close . nd ran around under the eyes of the, dogs. Tallman 
complained of that fact aod took hold of Grouse Dale and mad 
him charge. Smut remained rigid throughout. Mr. Billings 
waledd around In the bushes and flushed a bird, which Tallman 
killed. Smut re rleved In a splendid manner, pointing dead until 
ordered to fetch. 

Glen and Ned came out next Glen ranged wide, fast and stylish, 
showing himself a grand animal, while Ned worked close and 
slugglah. The brace struck a scent In a abort ihur. Glen 
worked on It until the Judge, ordered the .log- on. Blydenburgh 
sent Glen out on a ranging ixp.-illllon, but Nod would not leave 
the trail. Blydeubiirgb told the J.i Ig * th it mere must tie birds 
close liy, and waa told to " flint Hie n." Ait. r Mailing fu I sixty 
yards, Neil locsted a CnV.-y, and ill. n Ian ked finely. Hiydrulxt'eh 
moved Up lo order, and as del so N i| Ju iped I i and flnailed 
the birds. Blydeu .nrgh droppt-d a bird, a tilcn Oieu retrieved 
very cleverly. The judges accredited Ned w.ilt a point. 

St. Eliin. and R >n.eo closed me da) s work They Were started 
alter the aann. iv.vey that Glen and Ned but lieen tried on. 
Finding It with little delay. R "inn Jump d Into a p dnt. St. 
Elmo waa dose on the bird*, ilown flat, working on the Kent, 
when he Righted Romeo, end lta ck ed him Inatautaneoualy. 
Though It waa quite dark, Height flushed and got bla bird 
The lioga dropped to abut quickly, aod Romeo retrieved superbly, 
after pointing dead.

Breoe ntakee; bat fifty minute* were contained In the work. 
In this brief time Bid and Malda, Raleigh and Lorna and Glen 
and Ned were run. The fint-named brace did not harmonize; 
Bid ranged out too wide, and waa quite beyond control; Malda, 
on the other hand, worked perfectly In every reepect, recovering 
the esteem of her old friends, and making many new ones. Raleigh 
and Lorna, who are »o nearly alike that It la difficult to dlatln 
gutab one from the other at a abort distance, were fall of aatma 
tlon, yet under perfect control; Raleigh ranged oat well 
Lorna sometimes following, but more frequently work, 
lug In closer. They were followed by Glen and Ned, 
whoee performance yesterday evening left the judges Involved In 
doubt. Olen ehowed himself a very superior animal, while Ned 
did nothing that should entitle him to more than ordinary con¬ 
sideration. The Judges announced Olen and Ned, firat, Grouse- 
dale and Smut, second. After Raleigh and Lome's run, It waa 
generally concluded that they were sure winners; consequently 
the awards were a great surprise. The Judges, however, de¬ 
clared that Raleigh and Lorna ran too close together for a brace 
Dr. Jarvis, their owner, Immediately entered a protest against 
the decision, which he proposes to bring before the Board of 
Review of the National American Kennel Club.

Not Meningitis but Nephritis. 

St. Lome, Mo. 

Eiutos Chicago Field :—I have read the communication from 
Mr. R. B. Hall, In the Chicago Field of 13th Inst. As the Chi 
caoo Field Is a sportsman's paper rather than a medical journal, 
I do not Intend to go Into a controversy with Mr. R. B. Hall and 
describe bis case minutely; but as the complaint of his dog Is 
almost universal, I deem It would be not out of place to give 
our experience here. From the faint description of the complaint 
of Ids dog, I judge It was not spinal meningitis but nephritis, or 
Inflammation of the kidneys. Mr. R. B. Hall either forgot to 
give ns the meaning of the word meningitis, or thought all 
renders of the Chicago Field medical men, but such being not 
the case, I take the liberty of explaining It for him: It is Inflam¬ 
mation of spinal cord. Very often we see and hear our friends 
complalutng of their dogs being powerless on the hind legs, or 
as If broken In the back, especially In Winter during cold 
weather. Last Winter will be remembered by many owners of 
flue doge; I myself lost one of the finest Irish setter bitches 
through that sickness, and I know of three or more similar cases. 
Inflammation of kidneys characterizes itself through pain In the 
hack, which Is Increased by pressure; urine scanty and high 
colored. If both kidneys are affected, It may be suppression of 
uriue. The stomach is deranged and constipation always attends 
It. The dog seems to be lazy, and justly; as Mr. R. B. Hall 
stales: “He crept out very slowly, returned dragging himself on 
hie forelegs, bis hind parts dragging aud absolutely powerless.” 

1 will add: And if able lo walk, Is staggering as If drunk, and as 
if broken in the back, till he drops down and cannot be coaxed 
lo raise up; refusing to eat everything. 

The causes of Inflammation of the kidneys are different; viz., 
external violence (as blows, etc.), privation of air, neglect of 
proper exercise; and, above all, exposure to cold, as every Win 
ter demonstrates this well enough. 

The above complaint Itself Is not a dangerous one, and gener 
ally terminates good, provided the dog receives proper and timely 
treatment. The best treatment I have found Is as follows: Give 
the dog a good purgative pill composed of compound extract 
colocynth 15 grains, powdered rhubarb 20 grains, podophyllln 2 
grains, mix with houey to make a pill. Take a towel s eeped in 
hot water, wriug It out and put It on the region of kidneys (small 
back) and change It every hour or two, at the same time giving 
this pill: Potass, ultras 80 grains, powdered Ipecac 2 grains, ex¬ 
tract gentian 40 grains; make twenty pills, and give one every 
three hours; lastly, the diet should be as plain and as nourishing 
as the stomach will permit; fatty substances should be excluded 
entirely. After the dog shows signs of Improvement, continue 
the above pHls, and give him this tonic: Iron and quinine cltras 
1 dram, Dover’s powder 20 grains, extract gentian sufficient 
quantity to make 15 pills; give one pill three times a day. It Is 
also very good to give to the dog occasionally a dose (20 grains) 
of bicarbonate of soda, to neutralize the urine, and always be on 
guard to keep his bowels open. This treatment, although 
allopathic, has proved to be good. I congratulate Mr. R. B, 
Hall of bis success under hommopathtc treatment; aud for bta 
benefit I give here how to prepare soup, which Is excellent In 
connection with homoeopathic treatment: Take a large tub of 
water, put It In a sunny nook, let It stand for twenty-four hours, 
then take an old rooster (the older the better) and tie him over 
the tub of water so that the shadow may fall Into the water, 
season It with a little of salt, one onion and two potatoes. The 
dose Is a moderate teacupfull three times a day. I call this veg¬ 
etable thadow soup, or If Mr. Hall please—bomceopathfe.

The Field Trial Derby. 

Chicago, III. 

Editor Chicago Field: —When you advocated the estab¬ 
lishment of a Field Trial Derby by the National American Ken¬ 
nel Club, I looked upon It as Just the thing to stimulate an In- 
'crest In the Improvement of flrat-claas field dogs, presuming 
that dogs bred at any time In one year would be eieglble to run 
In the next year’s Derby, thus .opening a stake to be competed 
for by such a* were born In January, February, March, and 
April, months In which, probably, more pupa are whelped than 
In any other six months of the year, and for whom there was, 
as now, no stake In which they could compete except that for 
aged dogs, In which they are too heavily handicapped to enter. 

If field trials are to be made eelf-euetalnlng, which la cer¬ 
tainly very deelrable, all should have a chance to compete on 
something like even terms. I can see no reaaon why dogs, for 
which there Is now no stake open, abonld not be allowed In the 
Derby, as by the recent rule adopted by the National American 
Kennel Club, none horn prior to May 1 are eligible. This, I 
am sure, will prevent many good dog* from being run; detract¬ 
ing not only largely from the value as well aa Interest of euch 
"take. 

Ae It now stands, the field trials coming off the third week 
In November, and popple* bora In May Ming eligible to the 
•take for puppies under eighteen months old. It looks like offer 
log another stake for them to compete In, which only swell* tba 
expense without a corresponding Increase In revenue. This 

be good policy, but I fall to see It, ee with many breeders, 
who hreed only one litter a year, It la considered deelrable to 
prod Dee that Miter aa early In" the year aa possible, so that by 
vomlug Winter they may bs *0 far advanced as the better to stand 
tba eavert strain on their constitutions occasioned by the cold, 
variable Weather of Fall and Winter, when distemper, that 
Moa of the canine race, la moat prevalent 

tjetoms with breeders differ; some dealrs to have their puppies 
worked a* young as possible, while others, especially those who

These are matters worthy of oonalderatlon by all who have 
at heart the production of more properly trained doge for field 
sports than at present time can be secured. It le simply a qnet- 
tlon for the National American Kennel Clnb to consider, whether 
they desire dogs bred In the first four months of the year to 
compete In each stake aa they may offer, or not. They certainly 
cannot expect any large number of them to compete under the 
present rule* In the aged stake, the only one open to them.

I have been using a simple remedy for 
about three years, and have only lost two pups, and these from 
neglect, being from home myself usd expecting others to attend 
to them. All our sportsmen use 4t with success. When you 
notice that your pup or dog Is taking (he distemper, take a red 
flannel atrip that will be about the width of your thumb, and 
after rolling It and saturating It In turpentine tie It around your 
dog’s neck every morning, continuing It for three or four days, 
and give him the first (naming a pill of blue mass about the size 
of a large buckshot. This is simple and baa proven a sure cure 
for all that have tried It in this section. It Is a little severe for 
a few minutes, but does not take the hair off. I think dogs are 
often killed by some of the remedies given, Instead of the disease 
I want nothing better than the above simple remedy for my dogs, 
and I would like to hear the result from some of the sportsmen who 
may have occasion to use It. W. T. L

— Editor Chicago 
Field :—In this town, aconite for distemper cured four pupa that 
I personally know of, Including my own, the dose being three 
drops of aconite to two ounces of water; ataapoonful every 
half hour for four hours,the Brat day, each day after, a teaspoon- 
ful three times a day. My pup waa drowsy, running at the nose 
and eyee,and would notaDddid not eat anything for over twenty- 
four hours and wonld not leave hla kennel After giving him 
aconite for three hours he was aa lively aa a cricket and would 
eat anything he could get bold of Iu the other cases, the syrup 
toms and effects were the same. W. B. L.

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THE ELK MOUNTAINS—COLORADO GENERALLY. 

Colorado bu made giant strides to a world-wide Importance. 
It does not now seek Influence, It commands It. It Is as recent 
as '58 that tbe beautiful Queen City, Denver, was represented by a 
single shed, an Isolated frontier cabin, and It Is as late as '73 that 
the only reference to either Colorado or to Denver to be found In 
Appletona Cyclopaedia Is Incidental In connection with an article 
on Pike's Peak. It Is not so now. It has loomed up with a vast 
growth, and Is a focal power that shadows other great powers In our 
country’s economy, and concentrates Interest and capital, notonly 
from the East and tbe West, but from the world. Its beautiful 
storehouses of sliver and gold and other minerals, Its fine herding 
and agricultural advantages, with Its magnificent climate, are the 
factors. It is tbe purpose of this article to refer but generally 
and briefly to tbe older settled and better known parts of the 
state, and specially to the new and wonderfully rich mineral dis¬ 
trict Included In the Elk Mountain belt, in Qunnlson county, now 
In its swaddling clothes of discovery and developement, but al¬ 
ready the cynosure and goal of thousands of eyes. 

Denver, to an extent, la an Index of the state’s growth. Lead- 
vllle Is more typical of a strictly mining growth. Denver Is the 
center which gathers, and from which radiates, the nucleus In main 
of the state's new settlements, and It In turn drains these settle¬ 
ments, and many are tbe princely fortunes that locate In the 
charming metropolis. Its growth In every way during the past 
year has been greater than In any year of Its history. From 1,300 
to 1,500 dwellings have been put up In this time, yet It Is scarce¬ 
ly possible to secure a house. Tbe resident population Is esti¬ 
mated as high as 40,000, and possibly reaches 35,000. But lu 
flow of transient population Is Its remarkable feature. Its twenty- 
one hotels rarely register less than 3,000 each week, and fre¬ 
quently the list stretches to 4,000 and 5,000. This, Independent 
of tbe many who get rooms and board at Jim Celias’ excellent 
restaurant and other well-kept places. The well-posted traveler 
prefers this way. Tbe feature of Denver’s growth Is Its legitimacy 
and freedom from speculative Influences. The demands of settle¬ 
ment have always led and pressed bard upon Improvements. 
With all of Denvers scope and enterprise, It has one midnight 
cloud on Its escutcheon that It Is the daty of tbe press to battle 
until dispelled. It Is more Inslduous and deadly than an Indian 
war. This Is Its continued neglect to provide sewerage. Its 
press have waged It (more or less with gloves) without avail. 
Now It Is Imperative for the press generally to show the crimi¬ 
nality of longer neglecting to provide thorough sewerage and 
drainage. The accumulations of years, in tbe sinks and cess¬ 
pools are poisoning the air with their noxious exbalat ons, and It 
Is useless to attempt to explain the larger mortality from virulent, 
enteric fevers upon any other grounds than the poisoned at¬ 
mosphere from the causes named. The robust life that has been 
sacrificed, and I speak advisedly, la nothing more nor less than 
corporate murder. 

A factor that has dignified not only Colorado, but our country, 
Is the magnificent work done by tbe Hayden Commission, and It 
Is sad to know that the political guillotine has fallen upon It In 
Its early fruitage, whether from rivalry, Jealousy, or a narrow 
economy, tt were a vain effort to speculate upon. It might seem 
sarcasm, even, to call It a narrow economy In the face of the 
larger sums continually expended by Congress In Investigating 
committees, to find arguments against a prospective candidate In 
a coming campaign. But It Is all over. The massive framework 
of the unknown lands, the earnest labor of years, has come to an 
end, and stands without doors and without roof. Knowing our 
political machinery we ran bear tbe loss and shame of It at home, 
but how Is It abroad, where the Commission’s work has brought 
such honors on our Government? We have from Dr. Hayden’s 
Commission, not only tbe work of bis modestly-paid corps, but 
the gratuitous work of the many eminent men that accompanied 
tbe expedition for a Summer’s vacation—labors of love and with¬ 
out price, covering tbe entire fields of ttaesq new districts from 
the most exhaustive scientific standpoint. It was an enlightened 
position that Prof. Hayden took to Include with bis geological 
work such comprehensive natural history Investigations as are 
found In bis reports. With his reports now In press, Is Prof. 
Joseph Leldy’a grand work on primitive animal life, or rhljapods, 
superbly Illustrated, the fruit of four year’s patient microscopic 
labor of this profound naturalist, covering a field from the Rocky 
Mountains to the Atlantic coast, and contributed without pecu¬ 
niary recompense, so single Is tbe heart of science. 

Whatever may be tbe reception of this work In this country, It 
will be balled with pride by scientific Europe. And this is the 
commission our sagacious rulers have abolished, or say, rather, 
continued as a limbless trunk, through Clarence King, an able 
worker, but handicapped to strictly economic work; a follower, 
not a leader, of development; a compiler of the labor of tbs 
pioneer and settler, not a guide to them. It brings a glow to 
the frontiersman to find on the summits of peaks, under rude 
tablets of stones, tbe cards of the Hayden Burvev, of two, three, 
five years before. These we find above the timber, and among 
the snow on Gothic, Baldlc, Cinnamon, Treasury, and other of 
our beautiful Elk Mountains, and they are as a light to the lost 
or bewildered stranger, and are sacred. 

The geological and geographical work, the accurate triauguto- 
tlon and topography, are the guide to tbe pioneer settlement— 
from tbe miner to the railway engineer corps—and, as I have 
•aid, a noble framework, needing only tbe time that has been cut 
off to fill out, with the meandering of tbe smaller streams, and 
other minor details. It Is beyond the scope of this paper to 
even refer to much of the Important collateral work of the sur¬ 
vey, yet such vast and minute labor as !a comprehended In tbe 
following list Is regarded with more than ordinary pride and 
affection by the scholarly world: Vol I., Extinct Vertebrate 
Fauna of the Western Territories—Prof. Joseph Leidy; Vol. II., 
Cretaceous Vertebrate—E. D. Cope; Vol IV. and VII., Cretace¬ 
ous and Tertiary Flora—Leo Leequereux; Vol XX, Flora of 
Colorado—Prof. Thoe. C. Porter and John M Coulter; Vol IX, 


Invertebrate Paleontology—F. B. Meek; Vol. X., Monograph of 
tbe Geometric Moths—A. 8. Packard; Vol XI., Monograph of 
the North American Rodentla—Coues and Allen. 

But for tbe comprehensive maps of the Hayden Hurvey, we 
abould be entirely without any geography of this new mineral 
district, which bears, upon the face of Its present development, 
the promise of becoming the richest mining camp In the world. 

Its location Is on the Psclflc Slope, In the Elk Mountain group, 
between tbe 3&t° and 894 ° north parallels, and 107 meridian, 
west, and Included In Gunnison county, Colorado. Except a 
flurry of excitement a few (19) years ago confined to barely a 
doxen men, who penetrated to Washington Gulch, and washed 
out many thousands of dollars of gold, where pine stumps, now 
standing, chopped off from ten to twenty feet above the ground, 
tell In all tongues of the deep snows and hardships they braved 
for the golden magnet The district was unpopulated until 1878, 
save by a few trappers and herders. In 1878 the advance guard 
of prospectors moved In, yet tbe settlement did not reach to 150. 
But In 1879 this little lesven proved Its working by tbe constant 
train of settlement that began pouring In as early as March, and 
continuing through tbe season, reaching to as high as 15,000, 
according to estimates based upon careful observations at lead¬ 
ing thoroughfares. 

The present season’s settlemsnt,wlll prove a vast nucleus for 
next season’s growth, which according to Indications, will reach 
anywhere from 50,000 to 100,000. The main attraction,of course, 
Is the sterling old motive power of silver and gold, and these are 
so rich In quality and so bountiful In supply that, In the face of 
the gilded reports that usually go from new mining camps, It 
makes one blnsh to tell the truth of tbe secrets of the Elk 
Mountains. 

Leadvtlle Is vastly rich, and has grown as by the touch of an 
enchanter’s wand. The enormous product of Its horizontal 
deposits of carbonates, and tbe enormous figures the mines 
suddenly command, one day to be bought for a few hundreds, 
and on another day by the turn of a drill, worth hundreds of 
thousands, or millions, seems like a romance of dreamland. 
But richness is almost Its only charm, and probably the average 
of humanity may think this alone suffices. It Is as dreary 
looking as ltls about Central City or even Pueblo; It Is destitute of 
verdure, and unhealthy. The wild life there that never ceases, 
day, night, or Sunday, Is not alone chargeable for the large 
mortality. There Is no vegetation to absorb the unwholesome 
gases from the smelters, and the exhalations of the city, which 
brood to the earth In the light %lr, and sap good health. 

The Elk Mountain country Is In vivid contrast; with a supply 
of mineral more prodigal and of greater variety, with the beat 
coal, both anthracite and bituminous, west of Pennsylvania, 
with timber tbe largest and most plentiful In Colorado,—Milton 
could not have said of It as he did of the old pipes of Norseland, 
unless It took more than a seven-foot through pine to satisfy his 
muscular devil, that 

“ His spear, to equal which the tallest pine. 

Hewn on Norwegian hills, to be tbe mast 

Of some great aminlral, were but n wnnd,—" 

with lie copious water system, enough at all times for any re¬ 
quired power, with Its luxuriant herbage and magnificent climate 
It towers, like Its big pines, above tbe usual bare denuded min¬ 
ing camps. Then Its flora Is on the same superb scale. Its reds 
and whites, and gold and blue, paint the bills and parks by the 
squsre mile. There Is a refinement about Its wild flowers, and 
a well-to-do-alr very different from the usual scraggy looks of 
these struggling ornaments. The early crocus and violet are not 
stunted, the blue pea is massive and vigorous, the various blue 
bel s are riotous of growth and bloom, and the columbine baa 
nothing to approach It In cultivation. Tbe rash lily, Is, per¬ 
haps, Its most winning flower. On a single frail stem, Its dainty 
pearl cup streaked with purple and gold, defies wind and frost 
There are no snakes or venomous reptiles In tbe district, no 
miasma, no fog or mist nothing In the line of annoyance but 
mosquitoes and horse-flies; the former are not numerous or 
poisonous, the latter confine themselves to animals, and neither 
disturbs, exceptfa short time In tbe middle of tbe day And are 
there no drawbacks? might be asked. Yes, there are several 
We miss apple-trees, fruits, and fresh vegetables, and many of 
tbe conveniences of civilization, and women to bake our bread 
But tbe railroads another year will remedy all these. Our beef, 
milk and butter are hard to approach anywhere, and for the 
shooting, we have deer, elk, sheep, antelope, mountain groure, 
and ptarmigan, and the streams are full of trout, ranging up to 
three pounds. In the Saquache, Tumltcbl, and Gunnison 
rivers, on favorable occasions, I have caught as high as fifty 
pounds an hour. So It can be seen that with a commissary 
reasonably stocked with dried and canned goods, and a supply 
of Little A Lilly’s " Rough and Ready” flour, the best In the 
West, and a little knowledge of how to compound It, that there 
are localities one might fare worse In. 

The topography of the mining belt may be likened to a fan. 
At the end of the handle Is the town of Gunnison, In a spread¬ 
ing, level, commanding park, Thirty miles north of this Is the 
town of Crested Butte, at tbe other end of the fan handle. From 
this latter general point as an apax the gulches that bear tbe 
precious minerals radiate as the rays of the fan. First, to tha 
south and east, la Copper creek, where the first very rich discovery 
was made. May 38, ’79, by tbe Jennings Brothers, and named the 
“ Sllvcrlte," carrying native silver, sulphurate, arsenical Iron and 
maaalve red or ruby silver, running from the hundreds to the 
thousands of dollara per ton. It Is at present owned by Obadlah 
Sands, of Cblcago,and two other parties associated with him.who 
purpose working It privately. It Is a magnificent property. There 
are many other rich locations in this gulch of tbe above named 
ores; also of grey copper, galenas, etc. Next, to the west, come 
the gulches of East river, and the bead of Rock creek that have 
an abundant supply of low grade ore, galenas chiefly, carrying, 
say, from 60 to 150 ounces per ton. To the north and east of 
these are Rustler and Maroon, localities where very rich finds 
have been made. Again to the west Is Washington gulch, whose 
little stream drew the gold hunters of 18fl0-’fll, and still gen¬ 
erously pays those who wash In It. This gulch Is destined for a 
bright future, and -will draw a large settlement At Its bead are 
the “ Betsey” and “Jersey Blue,” locations mads In 1878 by 
tbe Dr. Jennings Co., of New Jersey; vast deposits of carbonates 
of lead and galena that give mill runs ranging about 8300 silver 
and $80 gold to tbe too. George McKay, of Topeka, and the 
old man Baxter also made locations In this gulch In ’78 that are 
giving vary handsome showings In tbe harder ores. Rich gold 
and silver lodes are In store for the fortunate prospector In Wash¬ 
ington gulch. On Its western “hog back” or divide are Important 
deposits of both bituminous and anthracite coala The next 
gulch to the west la Slate river, where there are many valuable 
new locations of galenas and carbonates and the harder quarts 
ores. Nut to this, west, Is Coat creek, the most Important one 
lu the district. The first discovery was mede June 8, 1879, by 
the Iowa Smelting Cm, of seven lodes carrying ruby silver, the 
average testa of which gave 1,800 os. to the ton. As soon as this 
became known It was the taiget of prospector*, and scarcely In 
mining history have such discovery and development been made 
aa In three abort months ta this gulch. Hundreds of valuable 
locations have been made, and among them lodes that will chal¬ 


lenge the world. Tbs “ Forest Queen,” located July 5, carries 
masslvs ruby, native and arsenical ores of from 950 to 20,000 
ounces to the ton. A mill ran of the surface ore at Hill’s 
Deover gave 81,317 to tbe ton. Tbe extensions to thla lode are 
the “ Mountain Gem,’’ to the north and tbe “Ruby King” to the 
south. The first two have been sold at large figures and the last 
named has great promise. The next equally Imposing lodes are 
the “Bullion King” and “Monte Christo," located July 8, and 
carrying the same massive and rich ores. Each foot of develop¬ 
ment shows them richer. Late In October, tbe “ Bullion 
King ” lode, at a point 800 feet from tbe point of location, was 
uncovered and showed ruby and native silver richer than any 
yet found In the district The next grand mine of this 
character Is the “Lead Chief.” It Is fairly developed, being 
opened at four points, showing a steady Improvement sod 
concentration of minor streaks and widening of main pay streak, 
aa depth la gained of from 3 Inches, at the surface, to 17 Inches 
at tbe depth of 20 feet Tbe matterof this lode will steadily run 
from (1500 to 81,000 to the ton. In another daze of ores are the 
“ Big Bonanza,’’ and “ Fourth of July,” six foot veins of carbon¬ 
ate of lead and galena, carrying from 30 to 100 ounces silver and 
from one to three ounces gold per ton. They come together as the 
prongs of a fork to Its handle, Into one grand lode of twelve feet 
of the same mineral, named “Independence.” I could name 
dozens of other Important lodes, but I have confined myself 
strictly to those whose development entitles them to be classed 
as the representative mines of the district and of the world. On 
tbe divide, to the west, that separates this gulch from Ohio 
creek are vast fields of bituminous and anthracite coal. An 
analysis of the bituminous coal made by Mr. Wm. M. Courtlss, 
tbe average of many tons gave: water, l.Spercent; volatile, 22.8; 
fixed carbon, 08 7 per cent.; streak, almost black aah, 7 0 per 
cent. Tbe coke amounts to 70 percent, nearly, and contains 11.4 
per cent, ash when the coal is picked. The anthracite Is re¬ 
markably free from Impurities—sulpher, slate and moisture—and 
leaves an aah of but seven per cent. A wagon road from this 
gulch to Gunnison, twenty-five miles, and one t> Crested Butte, 
seven miles, has been built. The line of the South Park Rail¬ 
road has been surveyed Into the camp and contracts given out for 
grading, In the proposals for which rapidity of work was made an 
element for consideration over lowness of bids. Tbe main town 
In the camp (Camp Ruby), “ Irwin,” has surveyed lu and about 
It 480 acres, tha lots of which are all taken up, and rate at. 
second hand, from fire to ten times the first cost. A post-office 
Is also In operation. About fifty cabins hare been put up there 
by tbe camps that are developing their mines this Winter. 

Tbe Ute or Indian scare was largely factitious, the result to an 
extent of the Summer efforts of the Denver press (except the 
Tima), and the state prees to Inflame the “Indian question.” 
Had the Denver press shown a fraction of the zeal they em¬ 
ployed against the friendly Utesto gaining drainage for Ihelrclty, 
they would have saved more valuable lives than can directly or re- 
remotely be charged against the Utes. Had Father Meeker bet¬ 
ter understood Indian nature, and exercised tact and not at¬ 
tempted through bis strong will to carry out distasteful measures, 
be need not have sacrificed himself. But Indian Is Indian, and 
when there Is an acid and a base, the contact of water will make 
them bubble. The Utes are, and always have been, friendly to 
the whites, except, perhaps, a few White river outlaws, and these 
can scarcely be rated as dangerous. The gist of the Ute ques¬ 
tion Is that they own a valuable mineral and agricultural por¬ 
tion of Colorado, that they neither develop nor allow a settle¬ 
ment to develop these lands. They own three thousand acres of 
land to each Indian. It Is not their fault, but tbelr right, that 
they own them. Settlement presses hard upon these lands, and 
not only requires but demands them. But tbe Utes should be 
amicably dispossessed, all peaceable means first, by purchase 
or treaty before force Is resorted to. Tbe acquirement 
of their mineral lands will close the matter for the 
time being. It Is certain that It will be Impracticable lon¬ 
ger to restrain settlement from going onto these In such force 
as to protect Itself. Gov. Pitkin's warning to the frootlersmen 
of tbe Elk Mountains, on the borders of the reservation, though 
fully two weeks after the outbreak, showed how weak human 
nature can become demoralized. One-half of the settlement, not 
considering the two weeks lapse, stood not upon the order of 
their going, but got out of the district. The remainder were 
fearless of what real or probable danger might come, and there 
was a grim humor about their situation, their mixed armament 
of Sharp's rifles and miscellaneous old guns, and slender stock of 
ammunition, tbelr rude defenses, pluck, and faith In their ability 
to stand off the Ute Nation. It was like a day-dream of Coop¬ 
er’s creations. 

How to get to tbe Qunnlson country Is what the uninformed 
will desire to know. I will give briefly the routes from railroad 
termini, naming the bat stopping points and the distances be¬ 
tween points, so that outfits can determine for themselves ac¬ 
cording to circumstances. Better roads for the same distance 
can scarcely be found. Alamosa and Canon City are the best 
polnts'to start from. The former Is the better Winter and 
freighting route, the latter the shorter route. Starting from tbe 
East, no better or more comfortable road can be taken than tbe 
Pennsylvania Railroad to St. Louis, and the Missouri Pacific to 
Kansas City; or tbe Pennsylvania Railroad to Chicago and tbe 
C. B. A Q. to Kansas City, thence by the Atchison, Topeka A 
Santa Fe to Pueblo, and by the Rio Grande Railroad to either Al¬ 
amosa or Canon City. The fare,lay from points about as distant 
aa New York or Philadelphia, Is, In round figures, about $60 first 
class and $40 second class. Then from Canon City to Texas 
creek ranebe Is twenty-eight miles; to Cleora, Bale's bouse,thirty- 
two miles; Poncba Springs, True’s hotel, six miles; PoochaPaaa 
toll gate, four miles; Marshall Pass, seven miles; Joe Sargent’s 
thirteen miles; Owen’s, seven and one-half miles; Parian's 
ranche, twelve and one-half miles; Gunnison, twelve and one- 
half miles. 

By Alamosa to William’s ranche, eleven miles; to Green 
Bros., twenty-five miles; Russell Springs, nine miles; to Saqua- 
cbe, ten miles; Rock Cliff dairy, thirteen miles; to G. W. Mon- 
cheur's toll gate, ten miles; Joy’s ranebe, twenty-two miles; 
Parian’s, twenty-two miles; Gunnison, twelve and one-half 
miles. 

There trill be three stage lines started In the Bprtng. It will 
depend entirely on the party and its purpose, aa to which will be 
the most desirable way for It to go In. If for tbe season, It Is 
cheaper and better to provide one’s own outfit and take It lu; a 
party of from four to six, whether on business or for pleasure, 
can purchase their outfit of wagons, horses, commissary, tents 
and all essentials and live, and live well, say for a season of 
five months, for from $8 to $4 per weak. 8uch parties can 
either camp out or stop at ranches. It loaded it will be about 
a twelve days’ trip. It Is about a three dqys' trip In a light rig 
or on horseb ick. Individuals will find It cheaper to buy a pony 
and saddle and stop at ranches. The horse will be useful In 
camp and can be sold for nearly ooet when done with. Btruby 
A Co., Alamosa, Is tbe best place to outfit at and can be en¬ 
tirely relied on for Integrity of dealing, wbqlbsr by order or In 
person. They will also freight stores la tor you at best rates. 

I am sorry I cannot say as much for the square dealing of tome 
at the merchants of Pueblo and Canon City. 

The Santa Fe has proved Itself the most enterprising and tnde- 
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pendent railroad west of the Mississippi. It bu built over a 
tboutand mile* of railroad, leading—not following—settlements, 
without Incurring debt. It would bare been operating lu line 
to Leadrllle before tbla and rapidly building another line Into 
tbe Gunnison country, but for tbe unfortunate controversy 
forced upon It by tbe Rio Grande Railroad, which It Is useless here 
to speculate upon. The district hopes tbe dents Fe will be able 
to resume work In Its direction. In tbe Interval of lltlgstion the 
Rio Grande Railroad Is soundly mansged, and to tbe satisfaction 
of each high contending party, by Cil. Elsworth, tbe receiver 
and Mr. Alnalee, the traffic manager. 

Tbe narrow gauge system of Colorado has grown to consider¬ 
able proportions. Mr. Gould baa gained control of the entire 
system except tbe Rio Grande, In litigation, which will pass or 
not to him according to decisions. Tbe South Park road is at 
present tbe most valuable railroad properly In Colorado, Its net 
profits having been latterally about$100,000 per month,which sum 
It put Into its construction fund, equal to about ten miles each 
month. Now that Jay Gould controls It, It will be pushed with 
more alacrity to Leadvllle, and as I have before stated, contracts 
have been made for Its building to the Gunnison country. Ele¬ 
gant Pullman sleepers have been recently put on this road and 
they are the first narrow gauge Pullmans yet built. A feature 
to be regretted In the management of Colorado’s narrow-gauge 
system Is Its enormous passenger and freight tariff—ten cents a l 
mile for passenger travel. It Is prohibitory to a large class that 
caunot afford to pay It, and to a large class of tourist travel that 
ought to be courted to the mountains and who can afford to pay It, 
but will not. The argument thinly settled districts will not

but these do not comprehend tbe general run of travel Color 
ado grows In spite of this obstacle. But It Is the Interest of the 
ralroada and the duty of the state to remove this block from the 
path of Its more rapid settlement. Next year will mark an epoch 
In the railroad history of the state. p 

There ire many Interesting points that must be passed, sod a 
few passing briefly to be referred to. Regarding Improve¬ 
ments, there Is a thirty-ton smelter at Crested Butte com¬ 
pleted; two saw mills In operation at Gothic, and a ten-ton 
smelter nearly completed; a saw-mil! at the head of Rock creek, 
and a large smelter In course of construction (Dan’l Harris & 
Co. s, of Leadvllle). The Improvements contemplated with the 
opening of next 8prlug, are by the wholesale. Tbe elevations of 
the several gulches range from 7,S00 to 9,000 feet. 

The air Is dry, clear, electric. Invigorating. The day tempera¬ 
ture ranges about 60 ® to 75 °. The nights are always cool and 
sleep promoting, and generally can be depended upon for frost, 
except from the middle of June until the latter part of August’ 
Such a thiug as an enervating condition of atmosphere, day or 
night, Is unknown. The spring water Is cold and delicious; It 
ministers to thirst aud to an epicurean taste. At all times and ' 
places Is a magnificent landscape of rugged, massive heights and 1 
green pasture for the eye to drink In that loves the beautiful; a 
sweep of beauty that makes tame what seemed grand visions ' 
from the car window. The beautiful Elk Mountains are a law and 1 
mystery unto themselves. They defy science, or at least make ' 
science reconcile Itseir to their Individualities. Tbe order of 1 
formations frequently will be found reversed, as If there bad been ’ 
some sort of a double somersault In the upheaval days, and such 
eccentricities as sliver lodes yielding coal.and coal bearing silver. ' 
The eminent Prof. Gelke, Professor of Geology In the University ‘ 
o Edinburg, who visited the district this Summer, confessed 1 
himself bewildered and blB geological lore and theories set a 
drifting out to sea by what ne raw. An interesting natural 1 
history cbcumstance Is the large numbers of turtle doves which ' 
seem to have accompanied settlement into the district, as the 
older settlers state that they were unknown or extremely rare ' 
there until within the present year. It Is extremely unsallsfac- , 
tory to attempt In our paper such an extended subject as the In- 1 
taresta that are grouped about the Elk Mountains. The Incidents , 
or a day s bant, fl6h, or travel, the pertontul of one mine, Indians, [ 
game, natural features and many other Interesting matters, would f 
furnish material for lengthy papers. But such a special and 1 
growing Interest Is centering about this district that I have 
attempted to give to this uninformed and Inquiring Interest as com- * 
pact and general Idea of It as practicable. In it are suggestions 
that the miner, laborer, man of business, speculator or Investor, 
sportsman, tourist (man or woman), can amplify for himself ^ 
I will say to Invalids (except rheumatics) who have any founda¬ 
tion left, or to the care-worn man of business, that a summer’s r 
run In this charmed land will build them up, and give them

Upon our return we met our friend 
again under circumstances which would have embarrassed many, 
but he explained his trouble In the moat matter-of-fact way. We 
were approaching the house to dispose of our surplus plunder, 
when he issued from the house at a terrific pace. This time the 
Impelling motive was in his rear, as a gallon jug followed in his 
wake, propelled by some uueeen power. He apologized for the 
activity of the jug by saying that his other half was In a playful 
mood that day and would have her little joke—you know I 

Vast marshes lie between St. Charles and Saginaw, which once 
yielded ducks in countless numbers, but their glory has departed. 
We were not success! ul, and that Is the experience of nearly all 
who go there now. The ducks are very wild and fly high; their 
feeding grounds almost Inaccessible and known to but few market 
hunters. One of these, named Jones, makes two or three dollars a 
day during the open seasou, but he knuwB every water-hole and 
bayou In that reglou, aud has a way of gettiug there that puzzles 
the occasional visitor. He uses a sixteen-pound, muzzle-loading 
double gun, and sometimes wipes out whole flocks at a single 
discharge. Six drains of pow-der and three ounces of shot is the 
usual load, aud he says that occasionally he kills ducks thirty rods 
distant—which we take to be " guess measurement” Once he 
got both loads in one bar el and mowed an open channel through 
the rice on opposite sides of bis boat simultaneously, but he still 
survives, and stoical y goes hla way. 

Perch and pickerel Ashing is excellent between the two places 
named above, and gives tine sport to those contented with angling 
for these varieties. But the lamp burns dim and I will close. 
Ahem! I have another. I never see the oil burning low In the 
lamp, but I am reminded of an anecdote beard In my younger 
days, which may be pardoned along with my other nonsense, so 
here goes. In the good old days when It was customary to have 
a veree of a hymu read by the minister and then sung by the 
congregation before reading more, a certain German divine, 
meaning to apologize for mistakes which might occur In his 
evening's readlug, prefaced bis remarks as follows: 

'* Mine eyes leh poor, de light ieh dim, 

I scarce can see to read (lieu hymn." 

His Intelligent bearers, supposing this to be the Bret verse of 
the hymn, promptly suug the worde with a vigor which left no 
doubt as to their candor The minister, somewhat disturbed, 
continued:

Tide, too, was sung with even more vehemence than the flrst, 
whereupon the preacher showed his disgust in the following 
strain:

The Ancient City of SL Augustine. 

OLD FORT MARION, THE CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL, AND OTHER REL¬ 
ICS OF THE PAST. 

| From our Special Correspondent.! 

This Is the oldest city Iu the United States. It Is bounded on 
the North by the main land, and on the East by the North River, 
the harbor entrance and the Matanzas River, with Anastasia 
Isla id forming the breakwater, and on the South and West by the 
St Sebastian River. The city Is built upon the point that was 
occupied by Menendez, who gave It the name of St. Augustine, 
as he arrived there on the day dedicated to that saint. Its pres¬ 
ent population Is about 2,200. It has four churches, one of which 
was built 111 1830 and another In 1832. There are four first-class 
hotels here and several second-class, 

There are four principal streets extending the entire length of 
the city; these are named Tolomato, 8t George, Charlotte and 
Bay. Other and less Important streets are called Spanish, Marine, 
Orange, Redout, Cuna, Hi|K>l»ta, Treasury, King,Artillery, Green, 
Bravois, Bridge aud St. Francis These vary In width from 
twelve to thirty feet. The old Spanish residences are all built of 
coquina, a species of snell rock that Is quarried on Anastasia 
(a. and. Many of them have balconies, or, as they are termed 
here, galleries, all along their second stories, which overhang the 
□arrow streets and give to the city a most quaint and antique ap¬ 
pearance. There are, however, many modern-style buildings, 
both residence aud business houses, some of the former having 
large and elegant grounds. One of the most tntsrestlng points 
In the city, and the one flrst visited by every tourist, is 
OLD PORT MARION. 

It stands at the northeast end of the towo, and commands the 
Inlet from the sea. It Is also built of coquina, and la In an ex¬ 
cellent, state of pre-ervallon. It was commenced In 1530 and 
completed in 1750. Its first name waa "San Juan de Plnoa,” 
which was afterward changed to ” San Marco.” and upon the 
chauge of flags In 1821 it was given Its present oame. It coven 
one acre of ground, aud has accommodations for one thousand 
men and one hundred guns. Over the entrance to the fort Is the 
Spanish coat of arms, surmounted by a globe and erase, while 
suspended beneath Is the figure of a lamb. 

From the Intgrlo of the hollow square formed by the walls are 
entrances to a number of dungeons. In which It It supposed the 
Spaulsb authorities co: Sued their prlsonen. In one of these the 
skeletons of two human beings were discovered In 1846, one of 
which la now In the 8m! hsonlan Institute at Washington, 
together with the Iron cage In which It waa ln< loted when found 

The fort la twenty-one feet high There are baatloned angles 
at each of the four comers, widen ere surmounted with sentry 
boxes and lookout towers. The moat or ditch surrounding the 
fort ta forty fast wide, and tan teet deep. It waa looded from the 


St. Sebastian river. There are Inner and outer barriers, the bar¬ 
bican, drawbridge, portcullis, wicket and all the appliances of 
the European castlea of the middle ages. 

During the Seminole war many Indian prisoners were con¬ 
fined here, among whom were Osceola and Coacoocbee, noted 
chiefs It waa frequently used during the early history ot the 
state as a place of refuge for the citizens of the town and vicinity 
In time of Indian outbreaks. 

Another of the ancient landmarks Is the 

SEA WALL, 

which was originally bnllt by the Spaniards in 1690 and rebuilt 
by the United States government In 1887. It to alio built of 
coquina, with a coping of granite four feet wide and about elgbt 
Inches thick. 

THB CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL 

was erected lo 1798, and to still In a tolerable atate of preserva¬ 
tion Inside, though the hand of time has dealt roughly with the 
exterior. It to surmounted by a quaint Moorish belfry with fonr 
belle set In separate nlcbee, which, together with the clock, forme 
a complete cross. One of the bells bears date 1682, and Is sup¬ 
posed to have been token Irom the ruins of a church which pre¬ 
viously stood on St. George street. 

At the North end of the city stands the 

CITY OATS, 

another very Interesting relic of past ages. It has recently been 
repaired, but portions of It still remain as originally left by the old 
Spanish masons hundreds of years ago. It la the only remaining 
relic of a wall supposed to have surrounded the city In the early 
days. It to a moat Imposing and Interesting structure; to orna¬ 
mented with lofty towers, loop-holes and sentry boxes, a I well 
preserved. The "Plata de la Constitution ,’’ la a small park, situ¬ 
ated In the center of the town, with seats, walks, shade trees, 
etc., similar to those of our modern parks. In one end of the 
square stands the monument erected In 1812 In commemoration 
of the Spanish Liberal Constitution. It bears an Inscription in 
Spanish, a translation of which Is as follows: 

"Just before the cession of Florida to the United States tbe 
king of Spain granted a liberal charter to the citizens of St. 
Augustine, and of Florida, and this monument la a memorial, 
erected by the Spanish citizens of St. Augustine. The date of 
this constitution was tbe 17th of October, 1812.” 

In the other end stands tbe monument to the Confederate dead, 
erected In 1868 

St. Auguetlne will for years to come be to the student of an¬ 
tiquity one of the most Interesting places on this continent It 
Is, moreover, a popular resort for Invalids, tourists, and pleasure 
seekers of all classes. It Is estimated that during the Winter of 
'78 and '79 It waa visited by 12,000 strangers 

On tbe morning of tbe 20th we returned to Jacksonville, from 
whence we will In a few days visit Cedar Key, Tampa, Manatee, 
and other points on the Gulf coast, and of which points I shall 
have something to say to the readers of the Chicaqo Field at an 
early date.

Boone on our Gun Trial. 

Storm Lake, Iowa. 

Editor Chicaoo Field: —In common with very many 
others, I feel under the greatest obligation to you for the elabor¬ 
ate and expensive gun trial, with tbe tablet in full, and yourown 
scarcely less admirable resume of results, In yoar editorial re¬ 
marks. I shall feel easier In my mind when I shall have per- 
sonallg expressed my sente of obligation, and some thoughts sug¬ 
gested by the trial. 

With yourself, I entirely agree that the trials may fairly set at 
rest tbe theory that guns of a certain gauge, weight and propor¬ 
tion may require different loading one from the other. I have 
used guns of all gauges and measurements, and have never found 
that there was anything In the opinion referred to. With tie 
old muzzle-loader, flint lock, and different systems of breech 
chambering, there may have been something In It; but with our 
modern gun of the same gauge, shell, boring, length of barrel, 
weight, etc., the load for one Is the load for another, and I think 
your experiments have proved It, as had before, tbe experience 
of many of us In the field. 

• Another old opinion is set at rest, and It la very old, and,with 
many still held, viz: that there Is some mysterious virtue In the 
confinement of shot In a mall bore that gives greater range and 
force. Tbe guns that have been instanced to prove this, were 
guns of a very long barrel, which ensured the burning all tbe 
powder of the load. Tbe problem to; given, the full Ignition 
of the powder with the confinement of the shot In the Une 
of fire till that la secured; beyond that no barrel or confine¬ 
ment to needed at all. Tbe large bore secures this Ignition 
by Its burning surface, within manageable length and weight. 
This waa beautifully shown by the peerlees shooting of 
Mr. Kimble's six gauge. I agree with you that tba patterns 
of that gun are unparallel d In the records of shooting. If Mr. 
Kimble be a practical mechanic, and can bore guns to that 
pattern In execution, Be can have plenty of jobs from all parts 
of the country. Any time for a month past, had 1 had that gun, I 
would have thanked no man for half-a-dosen to a dozen Canada 
and white-fronted geese a morning or afternoon, In tbelr flights 
from our lake to tbe coru-tlelde. Mr. Kimble may expect to hear 
from me farther, on this subject. At the same time, the trial 
showed the true rule of loading for these heavy-coated, feather- 
mailed birds: heavy powder, light shot of the large numbers. 

Another judgment that has come down all the way from Frank 
Forester, Lewis and other writers, that increase of powder scat¬ 
ters shot, is not borne ont by your triala, and has Dover been borne 
oat in my practice. With tbe twelve and ten gauges, from three 
drama to atx drama powder and uniform shot, tbe variation was 
not appreciable, mere chance variations, while In tbe tlx gange, 
between tlx drams and seven drams there Is tbe magntfleent gain 
of from 182 to 227. There to no philosophy, and never was, In 
the Urge loads scattering ahot; they are simply harried faster 
to tbe goal; as In this case, from force of fourteen to seventeen 
In the ten gauge, and of seventeen to nineteen In the six gange. 
This to aa I always have believed It and found It And now, 
many thanks, Mr. Editor, for yonr pains-taking trial. It will be 
confirmation to u* of many things, Information In others, and a 
moat useful guide In all. 

While I am writing, aa I don't break ont with the pen often, 
Utely, I want to say that I have just been reading our friend, 
M Will Wildwood’s ” neat little vdlume of Herbert's " Fugitive 
Sketches.” T«> me It has peculiar Internet My gunning days 
ware jtut beginning when Herbert firnt aent these sketches to 
tbe press, and they are reminders of far, by gone days Herbert 
himself to gone, and the milestones along the journey are bead 
stones also of friend after friend of my own who has fallen by 
tbe way. It to Interesting to ana to these sketches the faint out¬ 
line from which came the foliar “ Warwick Woodland ” and the 
taller, still, and elaborate volumes of the " Field Sports.” Often 
when men write they am bnlldlng better than they know. 

For one reason, deer Cbioaoo Field, 1 could wish that a copy 
ot the “Fugitive Sketches ” wars to the hands of every man who 
■hoots, and who writes for yonr paper. In all their pages yon 


to, 1 


will find nothing of this late writing: quads, woodcock*, entpee, 
mallard*, and to on through the whole Une of the subjects of our 
chosen pursuit; and It wonld almost make Herbert, Cypress, 
and Thorpe turn In thetr sleep—alas! how longs sleep—to read 
the birds they loved to set down In the letter writing and print¬ 
ing of the day. Ton wlU find none of It In their writings, and no 
editor or printer wonld think of eo patting It In re-lseae of their 
works. Ton will find none of it In sach writers as Cones, among 
the living, equally at home In the secrets of science and In the 
charms and proprieties of literature. Iam looking every day to 
read a- me man'* statement that he killed so many teals, so many 
sheeps, so many btaona, so many mooses, so many deers. Es¬ 
tablished usage Is our only guide In language, and while that 
writes turkles, pigeons, ducks, etc., It does not write quails, 
snipes and woodcocks. Let me, aa one of the elders In tbe fra¬ 
ternity, say to my younger friends who shoot and write, that 
when they pat ” s ” so ont of Its place, their readers will say In 
their minds that these good gunners and pleasant writers are 
neither versed In general leading nor practiced with the pen. 

1 have mentioned the name of Dr. Coues. None that have 
noted the cloee draughts made on bis works by a writer for your 
columns will wonder that he has so notably broken silence on the 
subject In your last. No; the wonder Is that he has kept silent 
so long—except that all oar leading writers are made a quarry 
from which other men draw their material. But when they take 
the blocks that are already hewn, and set them np aa columns of 
their own, It goes even beyond the enstom of tbe world. The 
volume “ Birds of tbe Northwest,” which Is Instanced, Is one of 
the most charming books of bird biography ever written; and for 
two years or more I have had a hundred leaves turned down for 
an article for your columns. Now I will complete It, and bring 
before your readers sn author and his work; who are too little 
known by general readers; by men of science, on either side of 
the ocean, they conld not be better known. Boone. 


Woodcock and Quail Shooting in Indiana. 

Warsaw, Ihd. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I have not written for these many 
days because there has been but little of Interest to the sporting 
world In this part of Hooslerdom. Woodcock shooting this year 
was about ordinary. On the flrst day of July, the opening of tbe 
season, I best the ground where last August I bagged some thirty 
or forty birds, and found but three birds, two of which I bagged; 
and, believing tbat the woodcock bad passed us by In their Spring 
migration, I laid a-lde my Parker In disgust. On tbe 27th of 
July, Mark Glenn came around to the office and said he was 
aching to bear tbe whistling of a woodcock’s wing, and to see 
whether his trigger finger had lost Its cunning. I told him of 
tbat solitary bird, aud we started in pursuit of It. When we 
reached the ground the old dog had scarcely settled down to 
work ere he stood staunchly, and In a couple of hoars we bagged 
seventeen birds. 'Tls useless to tell you how we did It. It was 
tbe old, old story: The cautious tread of the old dog, the staunch 
point, the whittling of the cock as he flew for life, the roar of the 
gun, the heavy thud that told of his death, our mutual congratula¬ 
tions, as wc lifted the limp form from the earth, at the splendid shot 
made despite the thicket. All this you have experienced, but 
who can do the subject justice I Frank Forrester Is the only 
writer known to me. Yet It seems to me he fell Into some 
grave errors as to the habits of the woodcock, unless they are en¬ 
tirely different In the Eaat und West. He says they migrate about 
the last of July or first of August, nnd no one knows where they 
go. This la not true of the bird here. I have been shooting 
woodcock and observing their habits for more than fifteen years, 
and have killed more from the last of July until the twentieth of 
August than at any other time. I think tbe solution of the ques¬ 
tion Is tbat tbe woodcock breeds upon the edge of ama 1 swamps 
surrounded by brush; aa the summer beats dry up tbe-e swamps, 
and food becomes scarce,tbey pass to new feeding grounds, most¬ 
ly along water courses, where the receding waters have left the 
low bottoms. Such, at least, Is my experience. He says that at 
the time ot this migration the birds are moulting. I have shot 
them this year from the flrat of July until tbe 20th of September, 
and have not killed a bird In the moult. So that statement Is not 
true when applied to the birds of Northern Indiana. 

Quail shooting has been a failure. At the opening of the 
season, there being bat few birds In tbe Immediate vicinity of 
this place, and bearing that ten miles away they were plenty, 
Mark Glenn and I, with 160 rounds of cartridges, started for the 
place, with high hopes of making tbe champion bag ; but alas, we 
were doomed to disappointment. We arrived on the ground at 
noon, took dinner with a granger friend, and went forth, hunted 
faithfully until darkness came, and bagged only nineteen birds. 
We hunted the next forenoon and bagged only three. We got 
Into our buggy and drove to where we were assured quails were 
plenty. We beat that secthm thoroughly and never found a bird. 
We drove to a village tbat rejoiced In tbe sacred name of Pales¬ 
tine, bought a nickel cigar, and slowly and solemnly wended onr 
way home, utterly disgusted. 

Yet In my mind there was a faint ray of light, for 1 had In tbe 
Spring purchased a pup that waa said to be a beagle. It la true 
he did not look like a beagle to me, but, not being very well 
ported, I took him, and I thought daring that melancholy ride 
from Palestine that I would, as there were plenty of rabbits, train 
tbe pnp, and have a little second-clits shooting. Well, I have 
been tralntng him ever since, and be Is doing ei-lendldly. He 
has but three faults: First, he won't give tongue on a rabbit 
track; Second, he won’t run a rabbit, and third, he la gnn-ahy. 

Iu tact, the remark made by Renb- to Jake - wonld be 

applicable to the pnp. They were rested, In the wee, small hours 
of the morning, In a saloon, and, between drinks, Jake waa tell¬ 
ing tbe story of hit life, bis many misfortunes, and tbe reasons 
why be was not a Vanderbilt financially, and was to fame un¬ 
known. “ Yea, Jake,” raid Renb, " aa an utter fallnre you are 
a most magnificent success.’’ So I must bid farewell to shooting 
until April brings tbe enlpee. If eny of yonr readers want to 
bny a beagle with fall pedigree, apply to Hat.

Ga ue of all 
kinds I* very plenty In Virginia, but the long-continued dry 
weather ha» driven the birds to the thick woods, and near 
waier-courses, the ground being too dry for a dog to work satis¬ 
factorily. 

Since my arrival In Warronton, I have been surprised to Hod 
so rnsny first-class native pointers' and setters. Every one here 
seems to shoot, net though most of the laud la posted, a vlstor 
Amis no difficulty on that score. A more hospitable lot of gen¬ 
tlemen sportsmen It was never my good fortune to meet. The 
only trouble is that parties are apt to be too large to allow very 
large Individual bags to be made. The weather has been against 
us, being dry anti liot. I hunted for three consecutive davs with 
Dr. Foote of this place, who hunted hfs'polnter bitch Loda, one 
of the floeet workers I ever saw In the field; staunch as a rock, 
aud fast as a race horse, she hunts, with sdmlrable Judgement, a 
high head.and beautiful carriage, aud claims a pedigree of llfty 
years. Mr. J. 8, Wise, of Kichmond, Va., was here about a week 
ago. ami hunted with the Doctor. He was very much pleased 
with Loda, aud the Doctor lutends breeding her to Mr. Wire’s 
Tom 

Pointers seem to be most lit favor here, and I And several 
very One ones, bred from the Harvard Kennel Club stock. My 
(ousln from New York and myself have been Dr. Foote’s guest* 
since we arrived, though from the amount of attention and hos¬ 
pitality shown us by everyone>e meet, we might almost Imagine 
ouiselves guests of the community. If it Is ever your good tor- 
fuuc to drop down here, you will meet more sportsmen and a 
more hearty welcome I verily believe, than any other place of 
Its size In the United States can afford. You will And a number 
of remarkably good shots, aud most enthusiastic hunters. You 
esn go bird hunting, fox hunting, d, er and bear hunting, turkey- 
hunting, or shoot ‘old hares" In the straw, The Doctor while 
hunting with me one day this week, rau across a Ane turkey 
weighing Afteen pounds, and killed It with No. 9 chilled shot. It 
ts now ralnlug, and promises to clear off cold, which will Improve 
I be shooting Game Is plenty, but Ihe weather has hee so un¬ 
favorable that no very large bags have been made. Bedkokd.

Thff fact appears to be that the best venison does not t 
arrive here till the Arst or middle of December and the effect ol f 
the amendment would be to practically exclude venison from this | 
market. The association has not attempted to enforce the i 
amended law and the consequence Is that venison Is to-day sold 
n | enly In the market The secretary said be bad a number of < 
communications from dealers In game Inquiring whether the asao- i 
elation Intended to enforce the law as amended. Colonel Wagataff \ 
said he was In the Legislature when the law was amended, and t 
he remembered that the rural members from the region of the l 
state where deer are killed Insisted strongly on not allowing any i 
time to elapse between the killing and the sale of the deer. r 

Colonel Wagataff advocated the passage of a law providing t 
for game constables. The destruction of Ashing In Shlnneoock c 
Bay, spoken of by Mr. George H. Pennlmao, was referred to the I 
committee on Game Laws.

The history of the “ Game of America ” Is well known to many 
of your readers; for the beneAt of tbe remainder I will relate, as 
brtcAy as possible, but 1 may Arst say that It has all been re¬ 
viewed by one, “ the latchel of whose shoe*'' Dr, Coues I* 
unworthy, and ever will be, to loose, which preclude* the possi¬ 
bility of the Ina curacies charged. In 1870, for my own pleas¬ 
ure and proAt merely, I began taking notes*upon lhe game ani¬ 
mals and birds of North America, for the purpose of gathering 
together, under o e bead, all the scattered history of each spe¬ 
cie* as far as lay In my power. Esch subject was divided Into 
heads after an Idea obtained by perusingthe biography of an em¬ 
inent author—the birds, for Instance — a* follows: SpeclAc Char¬ 
acteristics, Range, Food, Voice, Breeding, Nesting, Flight, 
Young, Pursuit, etc., each note being ft led under Its proper head. 
This worked well, with this exception: want of previous experi¬ 
ence, lack of knowledge us to the precise demands the arrange¬ 
ment of these note* would entail, alon with the many Cares en¬ 
tailed by a professional life, tended to errors that since, it has 
Been out of my power to rectify wholly. The fact was. when I 
came to put Lbls mass of luformatlon together, 1 was often un¬ 
able to distinguish between original notes, including those of 
many friends and those taken from other sources; and being 
Obliged to gather my notes a* beat I might, here and there, often

8l, ‘' n * ,ter 11***1 my MS. upon I be shelf, I received a letter from 
Dr. Coues—June, 1877—that, beginning “ J/p dear sir,"abound¬ 
ed with the most ftilsome adulation of myself, and speaking of my 
1 work, of which he had obt: hied Information through a third party 
l he says that he understands “ that Archer, with whose writings I 
s have so long been familiar, and which have been perused by me 
! with so much pleasure and proAt,” etc., etc., and then winds up by 
I asking my co-operation and aid In a work on mammals he pur¬ 
ported Issuing. I replied, and received a second letter, In which 
I Dr. Coues placed his own writings at my disposal; and I may 
here say that the only reason I did not comply with bis reqnest 
was that ere I could And time so to do, a sudden and unexpected 
r ct>»nge to ™y circumstances demanded all leisure time for some 
months ere bus ness matters could be dropped at all, when the 
subject had passed from mind. 

It will be observed that tbe Game of America was completed 
to 1876, sometime before the publication of Birds of the North¬ 
west, though Dr. Coues says 1874, a typographical error or slip 
of the pen, probably, as I hold ., letter of his publishers, Messrs 
Estes * Laurlat, of March, 1877, In which they say they are 
about ’ to bring out this work, at the same time suggesting *t 
might be a work I desired. I did not purchase, however, as there 
were other works, out of print, I desired more, and I never saw a 
copy of Birds of the Northwest until about the middle of last year 
when a copy was sent me by Dr. Rowe. This I looked over’ 
took a few notes from,—which are embodied In the article on Blue 
aud Massenna partridges,-and then made a present of the work 
to a friend, as there wss scant Information there to be found that 
had not been previously gathered from other sourcea chleAv 
Government Reports, Proceedings of the Philadelphia Academy 
of Sciences, of London Zoological 8oclety, English publications 
aud periodicals, and from friends lu the U. 8. Army. No part of 
Lophortyr. gambtli was taken from bis work, as, Indeed It 
could not be; and Dr. Coues utterly Ignored the Arst part of the 
article In a previous number—the publishers having divided to 
suit i heir convenience—of the Chicago Field, where, If memory 
serves rghtly, It was stated that much of our present knowledge 
of the species was due chleAy to the efforts of Dr Yarrow 
Woodhouse, Kennedy, Cooper, Heerraan, Coues, snd others' 
(not having a copy at my Immediate command, I can 
not give fully,) thus giving tacit acknowledgment of where 
much of ’ the material was gleaned. Dr. Coues says bis Oam- 
beli wa* Arst published lu the Field and Stream. Of this I know 
nothing; as all my Ales of sporting papers up lo that time were 
destroyed hy the accident to my library In 1875, aa before men 
tinned. If there, it was doubtless laid under contribution and 
had I been able to verify the same, It would have afforded me 
pleasure to have recognized the same. The part mentioned by 
Dr. Coue* as credited to the ’ Naturalist of tbe Hayden Survey” 
was from a clipping I still have from a newspaper " patent In¬ 
side," and tbe fact that he wss that naturalist escaped my oilud 
or I should have m- ntloued hla name Instead The latter part! 
he says was from his pen, I And, In looking over my note*, 
was used and quoted as there found, with no way of knowing 
whence It came. Of the paragra; hs previously devoted to apeclAc 
characteristic* s matter that is universally held aa common 
property—If like any of Ills writings, Is due to the fact that he 
obtained his material as I did mine,—and as 1 know much of his 
material has been obtained,—hy comparison. The characteris¬ 
tic* are the result of comparison, and making up what wai lack¬ 
ing and Incomplete, from one more perfect In that particular 
the work* used being the volume* of the PaclAc Railroad Survey' 
Gould's OdontophoriUB, the writing* of Mr. D. G. Elliott of 
Messrs. B Ird, Brewer and Ridgeway, Mr. Dresser, Col. McCall 
and others, and personal notes, and corrected Just before publi¬ 
cation by a few note* from Dr. H. C. Yarrow, In the Wheeler 
survey. 

Again, I never for a moment supposed any man was suffi¬ 
ciently weak minded to suppose my Game of America to be other 
than I alwaya claimed for It, v a collection under one head of 
«(/—aofsr aa I could gather—that pertained to any one species, 
supplemented by personal and attained knowledge, arranged 
systematically In narrative form, with the view of placing before 
spcrt.men wot radv ererr day matter, hot a vast amount that 
wa» locked up slid ts-yond the reach of any but a lav,,red few 
and even then almost uaelasa owing to lit scattered condition.' 
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Paragraphs four and five and part of paragraph seven, which Dr. 
Coues claims, are from the pen of a young German Naturalist, 
by whose permission they were used as they stand, owing to 
the fact that the same material Is applicable In a general way to 
all species of the same family, and I found It somewhat difficult 
to say the same thlug . over six times consecutively, and yet 
avoid offensive repetition; this must occur to any oue who at¬ 
tempts a like task, and If this Is original with Dr. Coues, then I 
am prepared to assert that all like biography of any species from 
the time of Noah to the present Is also his, and that be deserves 
to be hailed as the “Great American Naturalist,” a title his In¬ 
nate modesty would not In the least prevent his accepting. 

I have nothing to'regret In this matter, having been actuated 
by proper motives, and If I gave Individuality to the work, as 
Dr. Coues unwittingly compliments me as doing, I have attained 
a degree of succe.-e unexpected. The work has been one of 
pleasure, and not of profit,at least pecuniarily. It can never return 
to me one-fourth the amount expended, saying nothing about the 
time absorbed,and study and comparison, and sifting of evidence 
of all sorts entailed. The greatest return has already been 
achieved In the library It has forced me to gather. Some ap¬ 
preciation of this may be bad, when It Is known that during the 
latter part of my labors every book, paper, periodical, etc., has 
been carefully examined page by page and column by column, 
and thoroughly Indexed, or the material clipped and filed away, 
no matter how Irrelevant It might seem at the time. Un¬ 
der the heading of “Wapiti” alone, I find In 
my Index Reviews no less than 8B7 titles and 
over 1,700 special references under their respective sub¬ 
headings to them, Irrespective of pigeon-hole notes. Again, any¬ 
one who will peruse the estimable work of Baird, Brewer and 
Ridgeway will see the folly of attemptli g to give Individual credit 
In entry case In the text, In a work like mine, and I was forced 
to depend upon my preface to correct what could not otherwise 
be righted. Dr. Coues seems to think that the publications of 


that It would be dlflcult to tell, upon first sight of any new world 
landscape, that It really belongs to this Island continent. 

Of cultivated fruits beyond the Catawba grape, North America 
has added nothing, while South America has been Instrumental 
In the culture of the msndloca, sweet potato, qulnoa bean, and 
the meequlte tree. Of luxuries, our southern half Is the native 
home of the vanilla, Spanish pepper, cocoa, coca, tobacco, and 
Paraguay tea. Although maize was found to be In a high state 
of culture when the first adventurers set their loot upon this con¬ 
tinent, It Is doubtful whether It Is any more truly Indigenous than 
the red man himself, who Is now held to be of Mongolian extrac¬ 
tion. Since maize was one of Ibe earliest cultivated cereals of 
the East, It Is possible that the first Asiatics upon their landing 
may have brought Its seeds along with them, as was done by the 
races who migrated Into Europe. There Is likewise a broad 
doubt In regard to the Important tropical fruits of the banana and 
the yam, which are, according to Humboldt, the staff of life to 
the Inhabitants of the Orinoco valley. They both are also Indig¬ 
enous to southern Asia, and original wild types, though not pro¬ 
ductive of nutritious fruits, occur In the forests of the old world 
as well as that of the new. 

Of textile plants, the agave Is undoubtedly American, but un¬ 
certainty borers about cotton, which grows like a wild native 
tree In the West Indies, and also In southern Asia and Africa. 
The father of the grape—old Noah—whom the lover of a good 
glass of wine should never forget In bis toasts, omitted to stock 
the srk with the turkey, the only domestic fowl we owe to this 
continent, a d who truly deserves his post of prominence upon 
the bountifully spread thanksgiving table of the people living 
In this great and happy country. 

We came near forgetting the potato, which by Its timely Intro¬ 
duction into Europe has no doubt averted many a famine In dis¬ 
tricts where culture of grain Is either backward or the soli Is too 
poor to support a good crop of It. 

It Is strange, that no attempts have been made to tame any of 


are so thoroughly domesticated that they breed and remain there 
even during Winter, since little houses and large boles cut Into 
the Ice are set aside for their special accommodation. Eels are 
highly esteemed Inland, and occur hundreds of miles op stream 
In the greater rivers emptying Into the Baltic and North Sea, 
like the Oder, Weser and Elbe. Eels can be kept alive without 
trouble, and they are hawked and peddled about villages which 
away from streams and lakes, are deprived of tbs luxury of fish 
diet This change, particularly In Catholic Germany, Is on many 
days the most delectable substitute for meat. 

It Is easy to see that tinder such a system of fish farming, no 
particular difficulty supervenes In case of the species living native 
In the streams and lakes of the Interior. Their manor-born fl-hes 
naturally serve to restock the ponds In case of accidental mortal¬ 
ity, which happens there as well as under natural conditions. 
The difficulty, however, becomes great, when the people of cities 
like Hamburg and Bremen want to purchase their near-by and 
yet too-far salt-water fishes alive, since the Elbe and Weser near 
those places are fresh-water rivers To meet requirements, fish¬ 
ing smacks, which are In reality nothing but big Hosting salt¬ 
water aquarlas under sail, run continually between the market 
and the mouth of the river where the sea Is free of brackish taint; 
and where the fishing Is carried on, the salt water In the flahlng 
-macks Is pumped out of them after tbetr due arrival, transferred 
with the live fishes to the market tanks, and thus the burgher of 
the great free Relchstadt Hamburg may buy his soles snd floun¬ 
ders as floundering as they were pulled out of their native ele¬ 
ment by seine or book. It Is but fair to add that these prejudices 
do not concern mackerel or bass, which cannot be conveniently 
transported alive, and are thus, with many others of like nature, 
exposed for sale the same as In the markets of London or New 
York.

The southern shrike (Collyrto ludotiieianue), concerning the 
breeding hablisof which there have lately been so many com¬ 
munications, breeds In Western New York, and Itaeggs and nest, 
along with the old female shot for sake of Identification within a 
few feet of It, have been for many years safely deposited In thecol- 
lec Ions of the Buffalo Society of Natural Sciences. A number 
of Impaled large beetles and grasshoppers on an old thorn-bush 
fsnee surrounding the orchard In which tha nest was found, led 
to the discovery which was as much exhausted, as positive 
science demands.
